Mayor sees brighter 
side of the downturn 

Claims recession will help city catch up with boom

The global recession could 
be a good dose of much- 
needed medicine for 
Edmonton — a city that 
was once hit hard by 
Alberta’s recent boom as it 
struggled to keep up with 
growth pressures, 
suggests Mayor Stephen 
Mandel during a one-on- 
one interview with Metro. 

“(Edmonton was) so over¬ 
priced that it was ridicu¬ 


lous,” said Mandel about Al¬ 
berta’s boom that ended 
when oil prices sank last 
fall. 

“What we need to do now 
is to retrench and plan for 
what we are going to do in 
the future.” 

Mandel said Alberta’s cap¬ 
ital city now has a chance to 
play catch-up by getting 
more bang for taxpayers’ 
dollars thanks to slumping 
prices on building materials 
like steel and concrete. 

“This is a real benefit for 
Edmonton,” said Mandel. 

The recession is also a 
perfect time to make plans 
for major infrastructure 


projects like the city’s 
planned extensions to the 
LRT or new facilities that 
could be in place by 2015 if 
the city is successful in its 
bid to bring the University 
Games to Edmonton, Man- 
del said. 

The city could also get a 
new dose in much-needed 
infrastructure if it’s success¬ 
ful in bringing the World 
Expo to Edmonton by 2017, 
said the mayor. 

“(We) need to put in place 
a kind of infrastructure 
planning so we don’t face 
the huge growth, the huge 
pressure on our economic 
growth that has happened 


here over the last three or 
four years,” said Mandel. 

“We rivalled the growth 
in China within the last few 
years an we will continue to 
do that when things settle 
down a bit (with the mar¬ 
kets). 

“Our economy in Edmon¬ 
ton will way surpass any 
other place in the country.” 

As the recession ham¬ 
mered local economies in 
cities across the country, 
Mandel said it hasn’t affect¬ 
ed Edmonton that badly.

Man shot and killed by police 

Witness alleges 37-year-old died while holding his hands in the air

A woman who says she 
witnessed a police officer 
fatally shoot a robbery sus¬ 
pect yesterday alleges the 
man was unarmed and had 
his hands up before he was 
shot. 

Rita Desjarlais said she 
was in her basement suite 
of the apartment building 
at 10207 -107 Ave. and said 
she was watching TV be¬ 
fore some screaming 
brought her to her front 
window. 

“They shot him for noth¬ 
ing,” said Desjarlais, who 


said she spoke with police 
investigators for hours 
about what she saw. 

“He had his hands in the 
air and she (a female police 
officer) shot him and he 
was dead right there.” 

Desjarlais said one of the 
police officers was holding 
the suspect before he was 
told by a female police offi¬ 
cer to lift his hands in the 
air. 

“And he did, and when 
he was putting his hands in 
the air, she shot him ... and 
then he was dead.” 

Desjarlais said the man 
was a white male and he 
wasn’t wearing a shirt. She 
also noticed him many

times around the neigh¬ 
bourhood before, she said. 

“I can’t confirm that hap¬ 
pened, but that is an aspect 
we will be looking into in 
the investigation,” said 
Clifton Purvis, an executive 
director with the Alberta 
Serious Incident Response 
Team (ASIRT), to reporters. 

Police said a 37-year-old 
robbery suspect died in the 
Royal Alexandra Hospital 


from two gunshot wounds. 

Police alleged the man 
and a female were involved 
a personal robbery some¬ 
time before the man was 
shot in front of the apart¬ 
ment building shortly be¬ 
fore 1:50 a.m. ASIRT, which 
handles serious incidents 
involving police services in 
the province, took over the 
case around 3 a.m., said 
Purvis. 

Purvis said the man was 
shot in the hip and chest 
and the two constables 
treated the suspect with 
first aid immediately after 
he was shot. 

Both constables — a fe¬ 
male with one year of serv¬ 


ice and a male with 10 
years of service — were 
treated in hospital as a pre¬ 
cautionary measure as 
their blood may have be¬ 
come contaminated during 
the struggle, Purvis said. 

Purvis said ASIRT is still 
investigating the shooting 
and it is trying to deter¬ 
mine if the suspect was 
reaching for a police offi¬ 
cer’s gun during the melee. 

The female suspect is cur¬ 
rently in custody and she 
has already spoken with in¬ 
vestigators about the shoot¬ 
ing, Purvis said. 

“We are receiving the full 
support of the Edmonton 
Police Service,” said Purvis. 


Crews work 
to keep fire

B.C. to 

Revving up voters on the 
issue of electoral reform 
has come down to which 
side has the best hockey 
analogy in a province 
more focused on the Stan¬ 
ley Cup than STV. 

The no side says voting 
for the Single Transferable 
Vote system is akin to the 
Canucks winning four 
games in the best of seven 
round but losing out to the 
Chicago Blaclchawlcs be¬ 
fore they scored more 
goals.

No phosphorus 

• The U.S. military denied

U.S. mili¬ 
tary spokesman Colonel 
Greg Julian said American 
forces used no white phos¬ 
phorus in last week's inci¬ 
dent. "There was no smoke 
or ilium (illumination) used 
in Farah," he said. “I can't 
say whether the insurgents 
used it, but we certainly 
didn't." reuters

Crews make headway on fires 


California Some 15,000 
people — more than half of 
those evacuated from an 
area near Santa Barbara, 
Calif. — were allowed back 
home Saturday as firefight¬ 
ers made progress against a 
wildfire that has raged for 
five days. 

The fire has destroyed 80 
homes and blackened more 
than 8,600 acres in the 
foothills above the pictur¬ 
esque seaside city. 


County officials expect 
the fire to be contained by 
the middle of next week. 

About 4,222 firefighting 
personnel were on scene, 
using nearly 500 fire en¬ 
gines, 11 air tankers and 13 
helicopters. No civilian ca¬ 
sualties have been reported 
so far but the blaze has in¬ 
jured 13 firefighters, with 
at least three of them hos¬ 
pitalized for burns and 
smoke inhalation, reuters 


Flu Outbreak: 4,000 infected: WHO 


• Influenza A (H1N1) flu, al¬ 
so known as swine flu, has 
infected 4,379 people in 29 
countries, the World Health 
Organization (WHO) said, 
increasing its count by al¬ 
most a thousand in a day. 

• The flu killed its first pa¬ 
tient in Canada, making it 
the third country after Mex¬ 
ico and the United States to 
report a death from the 
virus. Her death was report¬ 
ed Thursday but confirmed 
over the weekend. The chief 
medical officer in Alberta 
said that the woman in her 
30s who died on April 28 
had not travelled to Mexico, 
the epicentre of the out¬ 
break. 

• Mainland China has re¬ 


ported its first suspected 
case of swine flu, a man in 
Sichuan province who had 
returned from studying in 
the United States, officials 
said yesterday. 

• The number of Mexicans 
confirmed killed by the 
virus rose by three to 48, 
Mexico’s Health Ministry 
said Saturday, as life re¬ 
turned to normal in Mexico 
City where businesses have 
reopened. 

• The new flu strain popped 
up in Australia and has 
been confirmed in more 
than 2,000 Americans, but 
health officials said Satur¬ 
day the true number of 
cases was underestimated.

Obama more popular than 
U.S. with Arab nations: Poll 



U.S. President Barack Oba¬ 
ma’s popularity in Arab 
countries far outstrips that 
of the United States, sug¬ 
gesting he could be able to 
boost goodwill in the region 
toward his country, a survey 
showed yesterday 

Obama, set to give a ma¬ 
jor speech to the Muslim 
world in Egypt next month, 
“currently enjoys wide¬ 
spread optimism among cit¬ 
izens of that region that he 
will have a positive effect on 
their own country, the Mid¬ 
dle East, the United States 
and indeed the world,” the 
polling outfit Ipsos said. 

Ipsos said its poll, con¬ 
ducted in March, involved 
7,000 adults in Saudi Ara¬ 
bia, the United Arab Emi¬ 
rates, Kuwait, Lebanon, 
Egypt and Jordan. 

Of those surveyed, 33

Pests be gone — naturally

marching two by two 
across the floor. The occa¬ 
sional ant or insect doesn’t 
much faze us, it’s part of 
life. Halcuna matata. But we 
are now entering bug sea¬ 
son and we’d like to stop 
them before they carry off 
the remote control. Then 
we’d be in a fix! 

The problem is that with 
a new baby spending tum¬ 
my time on the floor, we 
need to be a bit more care¬ 
ful about what we use to 
control the bugs. 

Many of you would also 
prefer not to use poisons 
where you can help it. So 
with bug season underway, 
we thought it might be a 
good time for a pest issue. 


A common method of 
control in the house is the 
ant trap, the idea being that 
ants find the bait, carry the 
poison back to the nest, de¬ 
stroying the colony. A bit 
more targeted than spray¬ 
ing an insecticide, but still a 
poison you may not want in 
your house. Plus, it’s a bit 
off-putting when you see an 
ant trap. 

Another route for con¬ 
trolling ants is disrupting 
their trails. As ants forage, 
they leave a scent trail that 
others from the colony can 


follow to good food 
sources, like your corn 
flakes. Using something 
like oil soap on wood can 
disrupt the trail, although 
this will be an ongoing bat¬ 
tle as new scouts rediscov¬ 
er your breakfast stash. 

There are many products 
available that have plant 
oils as active ingredients. 
The most common are 
products that use cedar or 
juniper oils, but there are 
many other plant oils in 
use. These oils not only dis¬ 
rupt scent trails, but they 


actively repel many insects 
including cockroaches, 
mites, silverfish, spiders, 
and ants. The active deter¬ 
rents mean you may not 
need to use these as often. 

Insects, like the rest of us, 
are responsive to chemical 
cues from would-be mates. 
We’ve probably all been a 
bit confused by someone’s 
perfume or cologne, possi¬ 
bly contributing to regret¬ 
table decisions. And we’re a 
bit more intellectually so¬ 
phisticated than cockroach¬ 
es. A number of products 


use that confusion against 
insect pests, luring them in¬ 
to traps with pheromones 
usually secreted during 
mating. Look for glue traps 
that incorporate 

pheromones for household 
pests, but remember that 
these will be very specific. 
A trap designed for silver- 
fish is not going to work on 
your ants or roaches. 

Another strategy uses 
other hormones (not 
pheromones) to disrupt life 
cycles of specific pests. 
These insect growth regula¬ 
tors often prevent molting 
or other developmental 
processes in insects, pre¬ 
venting them from grow¬ 
ing and reaching reproduc¬ 
tive maturity. These are in¬ 
sect hormones, not poi¬ 
sons, and will not pose a 
risk to you, your toddler, or 
even your dog since shed¬ 
ding is not technically 
molting. Look for products 
containing Nylar, Precor, or 
Methoprene. 

Good luck. We have to 
run now since the ants are 
making off with the good 
silver.

Job losses 
halt in 
April 

An increase in self- 
employment allowed 
Canada's economy to get 
an unexpected break in 
April from the punishing 
job losses that have pum¬ 
melled it since last fall. 

The economy created 
36,000 net positions last 
month, leaving the unem¬ 
ployment rate unchanged 
at eight per cent, a seven- 
year high. The positive job 
number shocked econo¬ 
mists, who had anticipat¬ 
ed, on average, a loss of 
about 50,000 jobs. 

But economists warned 
the jobless report should 
be taken with a grain of 
salt. Statistics Canada 
chalked up the overall gain 
to an influx of 37,000 peo¬ 
ple in the self-employed 
categoiy. 

“It’s probably safe to say 
that a large portion of this 
was likely those who were 
laid off and forced into 
self-employment,” Toronto 
Dominion Bank economist 
Diana Petramala wrote in a 
research note. 

One glimmer of hope 
was that job losses among 
employees amounted to 
only 1,100, far lower than 
March. The public sector 
added 9,300 jobs, while 
the private sector shed 
10,400 positions. 

Full-time employment 
grew by 39,000 jobs, while 
3,600 part-time positions 
were lost.

Dollar due for a 
pullback: Analysts 



forecast The Canadian 
dollar looks set for a pull¬ 
back after its recent 
charge to a six-month high 
as investor euphoria over 
upbeat data meets the 
hard reality of the global 
economy’s ongoing prob¬ 
lems, experts said. 

But analysts added the 
currency’s downside is 
likely to be limited by the 
recovery in energy prices 
and the reluctance so far 
of Canada’s central bank 
to join its global peers in 
embracing unconvention¬ 
al monetary policy. 

A Reuters poll published 
on May 6 showed Canada’s 
currency is expected to fall 
to $1.20 to the U.S. dollar, 
or 83.33 U.S. cents, in one 
month.

With everybody guessing 
who’ll end up on GM Steve 
Tambellini’s short list to fill 
the void, is it thinking too 
far outside the box to con¬ 
sider the possibility it won’t 
be one man, but two? 

I’m thinking along the 
lines of a head coach and an 
associate coach, as opposed 
to a head coach and two as¬ 
sistants. Let’s, for argu¬ 
ment’s sake, use two candi¬ 
dates who’ve already been 
interviewed — Pat Quinn as 
head coach and Tom Ren- 
ney as the associate. 

Considering Quinn and 
Renney both have history 
with Tambellini, it’s not a

Melleny Melody has the 
voice of a Care Bear, the 
stage presence of a star 
and the business know¬ 
how it takes to run one of 
Canada’s premier electron¬ 
ic and dance music labels. 

Melody is the multi-tal¬ 
ented performer, song¬ 
writer and founder of Play 
Records who is perhaps 
most identifiable as the 
person who discovered 
world-renowned DJ-pro- 
ducer Deadmau5 (pro¬ 
nounced “dead mouse”). 

She’s also had a fascinat¬ 
ingly varied career per¬ 
forming as her alter-ego, 
Mellefresh, creating her 
own music and even work¬ 
ing as a voice actor on the 
hit children’s show The 
Care Bears — listen closely 
to Cheer Bear or Baby Tugs 
and you’ll hear Melody’s 
trademark bubbly timbre. 

Most importantly 

though, Melody has suc¬ 
cessfully helmed her own 
music label to the top of an 
industry frequently led by 
men. 

“There’s very few 
women label owners in the 
music business. It’s good 
for you if you can establish 
yourself and keep a pres¬ 
ence,” Melody said. 

Melody launched Play 
Records in 1996 and has 
since expanded the label 
into a digital-only division 
(Play Digital) as well as the 
more mainstream-friendly 
sub-label YALP Records, 
with close to 30 individual 


artists and more than 250 
wholly owned tracks in the 
entire Play roster. The label 
has also licensed music to 
hit television shows Queer 
as Folk and The L Word as 
well as commercial spots 
for Aveda, Kellogg’s and 
7-Up. 

Running the label has 
had its challenges but 
Melody says her love for 
music has made pushing 
through all the difficult 
times worth it, especially 
with Play’s growing suc¬ 
cess. 

“I’ve always put my own 


money into this — I proba¬ 
bly owe myself a million 
dollars. You have to do this 
for the love. Longevity is 
going to tell the tale of 
whether you’re worth it in 
the end,” she said. 

Melody first discovered 
Deadmau5 (real name Joel 
Zimmerman) in 2004 and 
convinced him to move 
from Niagara Falls, Ont., to 


Toronto where the pair 
started collaborating on 
tracks. Since then, Dead- 
mau5’s career has skyrock¬ 
eted with the 28-year-old 
phenom having won a 
2008 Juno for Best Dance 
Recording for “All U Ever 
Want” with Billie Newton- 
Davis while being nomi¬ 
nated in the same year on 
the track “After Hours” 


with vocals performed and 
written by Melody. 

Collaborating with 
artists is one of the best 
parts of her job, Melody 
says, and in the end all she 
wants to do is find great 
artists and create music 
that is worth listening to. 


“I just want to do good 
dance music — I want to 
do music that gets you up 
off your ass and is playful, 
happy music. I want to 
keep on finding exciting 
new talent more than any¬ 
thing. My door is always 
open,” Melody said.

ay Miller’s early years 
were spent doing two 
things. Singing. Main¬ 
ly in church choirs in 
—/ the Mennonite com¬ 
munity in Maryland where 
he grew up. 

And helping people. He 
worked at a school for chil¬ 
dren with special needs 
and as an administrative 
assistant for a religious or¬ 
ganization. He also worked 
as a carpenter, a builder 
and a baker. 

Miller was in his early 
30s — he’s now 48 — when 
he did some career coun¬ 
selling and the idea of 
speech therapy came up. It 
blended his knowledge of 
the voice and his desire to 
give help others. 

He took an undergradu¬ 


ate degree in speech lan¬ 
guage and hearing science 
at Temple University in 
Philadelphia. While his 
classmates went on to fur¬ 
ther study in therapeutic 
work, he realized he’d yet 
to find the perfect career. 
“It was clear to me my in¬ 
terest in voice was more 
artistic than clinical. I was 
interested in working with 
normal voices, not sick 
voices.” 

A professor suggested 
the master’s program at 
York University in theatre, 
where he could get a diplo¬ 
ma in voice teaching at the 
same time. So, Miller came 
to Canada, and found him¬ 
self studying theatre. “The 
acting part was odd,” he ad¬ 
mits. 

But Miller excelled at the 
voice work and went on to 
do contract teaching at 
York at Dalhousie Universi¬ 
ty in Halifax. But it wasn’t 
what he really wanted to 
do. 

“I finally decided to get 
serious and started a pri¬ 
vate practice and focus my 


attention on business and 
professional clients. And 
the rest is history.” 

While Miller found 
teaching large classes ex¬ 
hausting, he’s invigorated 
by his hour-long one-on- 
one sessions with clients. 
People come to him to get 
rid of accents (a big part of 
his early work in private 
practice), learn to speak 
more slowly, or make their 
voices lower, stronger, less 
raspy or less nasal. 

Most clients come for be¬ 
tween a month and three 
months, and begin with a 
month of Miller’s basic 
voice and speech program. 
This involves not only 
speaking, but also stretch¬ 
ing, moving and breathing 
— sometimes, Miller’s ses¬ 
sions resemble yoga class¬ 
es. 

“We get the body open 
and engaged, and the voice 
can become open and en¬ 
gaged too.” 

While people often think 
he’s analyzing their voices 
at parties or over dinner, 
he rarely does. But when

he’s working, he’s excel¬ 
lent at observing details: 
Miller can tell if someone’s 
not breathing properly by 
talking over the phone. 

And while helping peo¬ 
ple speak better isn’t the 
same as social work, Miller 
says it satisfies his desire to 
help others in their lives. 
“You can’t uncover your 
whole voice without on 
some level discovering 
more of who you are.”

Words lost in translation

“The glory of being a 
writer,” says Chuck Palah¬ 
niuk, “is that when you 
mess up really badly, 
you're able to transform it 
into something that works 
out.” 

The Fight Club author is 
referring to a faux pas he 
made on German national 
radio a few years back: Es¬ 
chewing the services of a 
translator, he accidentally 
conflated two German 
verbs and ended up offend¬ 
ing an entire national listen¬ 
ing audience. 

“The publicist who was 
accompanying me was just 
furious,” he recalls. “She 
told me that I had said ‘I’m 
sony I have gassed so many 
German people to death.’ 
And that I had apparently 


said it several times.” 

The eponymous narrator 
of Pygmy is similarly lost 
in translation: The novel is 
told from the point of view 
(and the fractured syntax) 
of a thirteen-year old boy 
from an unnamed totali¬ 
tarian state who has come 
to America as part of an 
elaborate terrorist plot. 
Pygmy’s plan to explode 
his new home bumps up 
against his burgeoning af¬ 
fection for his new foster 
sister, a development that 
enables Palahniuk to de¬ 
ploy some slyly double¬ 
sided satire; for Pygmy, 
America may be a “hive of 
corruption” but it’s also a 
space of great temptation. 

“I wanted to make fun of 
people who are rah-rah su¬ 
per patriots and who think 
that the country can do no 
wrong, while also covering 
the people who think that 


America is the most evil 
entity on Earth, like the 
Devil Incarnate,” says 
Palahniuk. 

“Whether you’re talking 
about George W. Bush or 
Michael Moore, there’s an 


incredible self-obsession. 
You know: ‘We’re the best!’ 
Or: ‘We’re the worst!’ Either 
way, it’s still all about us, 
right? Those extremes just 
irritate the hell out of me.” 
Palahniuk knows all 


about his extremes: He’s 
been praised and con¬ 
demned in the past for 
pushing the envelope with 
regards to content, and 
Pygmy is perhaps his most 
aggressive provocation yet, 
its sex and violence ren¬ 
dered somehow more vis¬ 
ceral via its narrator’s frac¬ 
tured syntax. Not that this 
was necessarily foremost 
on the author’s mind: 
“My goal,” explains Palah¬ 
niuk, “was actually to 
make the ‘ordinary stuff’ 
special. Everybody knows 
what a Wal-Mart is or 
what a Mega Church is, so 
it was about reinventing 
them, so that we see them 
again, with Pygmy. And it 
also takes back a sense of 
confidence from the read¬ 
er. They have to stay in the 
present moment, because 
they’re always in an act of 
translation.”

Curried Chicken 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 1/3 cups (325 ml) chicken or 
vegetable stock 

1 medium onion 

2 cloves garlic 

3 tbsp (45 ml) canola oil 

3 tbsp (45 ml) all-purpose flour 
2 tbsp (25 ml) mild curiy pow¬ 
der 

1 1/2 lb (680 g) boneless, skin¬ 
less chicken breasts 

Small handful of cilantro 

2 tbsp (25 ml) seedless raisins 

3 tbsp (45 ml) (25g) flaked al¬ 
monds 

1/2 lemon 

2 tbsp (25 ml) natural yogurt 
2 tbsp (25 ml) heavy cream 
Salt and black pepper 

METHOD: 

1. Put stock on to boil. Peel 
and chop onion and garlic: fry 
gently in oil in large flying 
pan until soft, 5 minutes. 

2. Mix flour and curry powder 
in large bowl, then cut chick¬ 
en into 1-in. (2.5-cm) cubes 
and toss in mixture until 
evenly coated. Add chicken 


and flour mixture to pan and 
fry, stirring, 3 minutes. 

3. Rinse, dry and chop enough 
cilantro to give 1 tbsp (15 ml) 
and reserve some to garnish. 
Add rest to chicken with 
raisins and hot stock. Bring to 
boil, stirring, then reduce heat 
and simmer 10 minutes. 

4. Toast almonds in dry flying 
pan. Squeeze juice from 
lemon and set aside. 

5. When chicken is cooked, re¬ 
move pan from heat and stir 
in almonds, lemon juice, yo- 
gourt, cream, and salt and 
pepper to taste. Reheat gently, 
without boiling. Garnish with 
reserved cilantro and serve 
with rice.
